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PROTIESTING-NOTE 
of University Students of Split (Spalato), Dalmatia 


»Popolo d’Italiax a newspaper of Rome has brought in its edition of de- 
cember 11 rg18 an appeal signed by thirty six Italian students of Split, which 
the latter adressed to students, towns and Italian people in the Kingdom. In said 
appeal Split is spoken of as a town that had fought these last fifty years for its 
Italianity and apparently implores Italy’s assistance. 


A commentary has been added to it by the editors of said newspaper which 
owing to the ambiguity of the appeal is very unfavourable to us. 


Said newspaper says that the Italianity of Split is beyond all doubt and 
that a town pussesing 36 (thirty six) Italian academic students can in no way be 
croatian as the Croats of Agram and their friends in London and Paris happen 
to claim. 


It is simply funny to speak in such a way of Split, where over yo°/, of 
the total of inhabitants are Croats Split being more Jugoslav than even Paris can 
claim to be french, hundreds of Croatian academic students balancing those thirty 
six Italians. 


Italian newspaper itself being aware of the ridiculously smail number of 
Italians in Dalmatia (18.000) censures Austrian statistics. — Dalmatia having 97 °/, 
of Jugoslavs belongs in fact to the purest natinal countries. 


We might admit that Austrian statistics was not trustworthy, but if so, it 
certainly was so to the detriment of Jugoslavs. 


Austria that according to her political principles had always done her best 
to maintain and to addfuel to an inimical unnatural struggle between On (nue 
slavs and 2°/, of Italians, helped the Italians out in this struggle just to belance 


the great numerical difference. 


Italian had ever given their assistance to Austrian Government in its many 
efforts to blow up the Unanimity of Jugoslav opposition, which circumstance proves 
them to have been good children of Austria. Hundreds of Dalmatian Jugoslavs 
have shared the fate of their many jugoslavy brothers on the Austrian and Magyar 
gallows, in prisons and internments while only two or three Italians have been 
politically persecuted. 


Said newspaper claims annexation of Split to the Kingdom of Italy just to 
deliver it from the furour of Jugoslay mob. This is simply an offence and calumny. 
French, English and American officers and sailors will surely testify as to what 
order and peace reigned during the whole critical time in spite of people’s exci- 
tement. 


On behalf of our friends at various universities and those in Jugoslav army 
and abroad, and in the name of the town of Split we protest in a most energetic 


way that Italian students and Italian newspapers should speak in the name and 
for the town of Split. 


Jugoslav Split has just got out of the Austrian yoke and it would be a 
pity if it was to fall into another serfdone harder even and not less odious.
